BLOOD MONEY.’ 


The protest of Mc. R. C. Badger and 
eight other Reputlican members of the 
Legislature, against the passage of the. 
resolution to pay McQueen for kiiling 
Buss Strong, one of the Lowrcy out- 


laws, has been commented on by many 


of our exchanges, and great surprise 
manifested at the course of these gentle- 


men. 


The protestants do not deny that the: 
act was accomplished by McQueen, but 
the moral turpitude attached to the 
State in offering a reward for the head 
of the outlaws is denounced as “hostile 
to the holy principles of the Christian 
religion and destructive of all moral 


advancement.” 


We do not refer to the protest for the 
purpose of discussing the moral aspects 


of the question. 


We simply desire to call attention to 
the fellowing language used by these 
protesting Republicans, which is a left- 
handed blow at Governor Caldwell, and 
shows that all his clamor about the in- 
efficiency of the militia laws of the 


State was groundless and unjust. 


Mr. Badger and _ his co-protestants | 


Say: 
“We have governmental mechinery 


adequate, if put vigorously in force, to 
arrest any offender against the peace 


and order of the State.” 


Now, it is known that Governor 
Caldwell authorized the statcment to be 
made through his organs, that he was 
powerless to protect the people of Robe- 


son county, because the last Conserva- 


tive Legislature repealed all the effec- 
tive clauses of the militia law, and he 
was thus shorn of all his power over 


the militia ot the State. 


If the governmental machinery was 
adequate to protect the citizens of Rob- 
eson county from the outrages of the 
Lowrey gang, and the Executive of the 
State did not put that machinery into 
operation, thes upon the shoulders of 


Governor Caldwell rests the sole respon 


sibility for the failure to capture and 
punish the Lowreys by process of law ; 
then Gov. Caldwell is recreant to his 
trust as the Executive of the State and 
should receive tie severest reprobation. 

If he had power as Mr. Badger says 
he had, to arrest the Robeson banditti, 
and did not use it, then he should be 
held to a strict accountability for non- 


feasance in office. 


It the Legislature was compelled to 
offer rewards for the capture of the 
Lowreys, by the failure of the Chief 


Executive cf the State to put the gov 


ernmental machinery in force, then the 
necessity for the action of the Legisfa- 
ture was due to the failure of the Gov- 


ernor to discharge his duty. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 


Several of the Constitutional Amend- 
ments have passed the Senate, and sent 
tothe House for concurrence. Some 
have failed and others are still pending 
in the Senate. Our Legislative summa- 
ry will give the latest action on the 


subject. 


The New North State, a Radical pa- 
per published at Greensboro, calls upon 
the Republicans of the Legislature to 
vote for such Ainendments as they may 
think proper. That paper says the duty 
of Republicans is plain, and if they 
are really in favor of any particular class 
of Amendments, “they have the sanc- 
tion under certain restrictions of the 
Republican State Convention, which 
assembied at Raleigh last April, to so 


vote,” 


The New North State then quotes the 
resolutions adopted by the Radical 
Convention which nominated Caldwell, 


as follows: 


“First. That the Amendments pro- 
posed as a whole do not meet the 
‘approval of the Republican party, be-. 
cause their adoption would subvert cs- 
sential principles of the existing Con- 


stitution. 


Second. That) Republicans can 
endurse a portion of suid Amendments, 
and the next General Assembly may 
adopt such of them asshall scem_ best 


for the general welltare.” 
The New North State then adds: 


“It will be observed that no RepubJi- 
can is bound to vote for any proposition, 
for no one of the proposed Amendments 
‘is mentioned. “I'he Gencral Assembly 
may adopt such of them as shall seem 
best for the general welfare.’ Republis 
cans ure therefore absolutely boot, loose 
and are bound only to support such 
Amendments as are absoluicly un-

Washington Affairs. 
WasHINGTON, Feb, 18.—The House 
Committee as Commerce reported to-day 
on water lines. The tone of the report 
is highly favorable to several enterpris- 
es, but advised delay ia considering 
them, as full information could be ob- 
tained at an early day. The Committee 
attached to the report a bill for Com- 
missioners of Commerce, andjwith this 
the report went to 
the discussion, speeches favoring water 
ways were made by Price of Ga., Duke 
of Va.,Stevenson Shellabarger and Kerr. 
Kerr was eloquent in behalf of the 
James River and Kanawha route, 
whieh he said was in the interest of the 
whole people, and free from all jobbery 
or private interest. The action to-day 
defeats all hopes of legislation for the 
water line navigation this session. 

Considerable interest is manifested 
here in the cases which have arisen in 
Lexington, Ky., growing out of the ar- 
rests of citizens on the charge of refus- 
ing negroes the right to vote. Several 
parties from Lexington have visited the 
Attorney Geueral, asking to have prom- 
inent citizens, who are charged with 
conspiracy to defraud negroes of elec- 
tion rights, thoroughly examined. It 
is expected that the cases will present 
a litigation which has not been exced- 
ed in public interest for years. | 

The best legal talent in the State of 
Kentucky and elsewhere will be employ- 
ed in the cases, and prominent — 
here, who have given the matter their 
attention officially and ctherwise, be- 
lieve that it is not possible for « settle- 
ment of the issues involved without cases 
ultimately finding their way into the 
Supreme Court upon one or several 
points which will attend the coming 
prosecutions. 

The Attorney General has declined to | 
recommend the pardon of Samuel G. 
Brown an alleged South Carolina Ku 
Klux, sentenced to five years service at 
Albany. Brown is said to bave been a 
leader of the Ku Kiux in South Carolina, 
He occupied a high social position at 
home and his friends have made earnest 
efforts to secure his pardon. 


Terrible Accidents—Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad Jubilee. 

RicHMonpD, February 13.—T H Hen- 
don, white, and Phil Hampton, colored, 
employed on che free bridge, in course 
of construction across James river, be- 
tween Richmond and Manchester, were 
drowned this morning while attempting 
to get to their work in a boat, which, 
owing to the swollen condition of the 
river, became unmanageable and upset. 
Hendor was from Maryland. 

At a later hour another and more 
dreadful accident occurred at the same 
place. Tie temporary trestle work 
ucross two of the piiiars of the bridge, 
upon which about iitteen white men 
were engaccd in laying the iron, gave 
way aud percipitated the whole into 
the boiling water beneath. Nine were 
rescued and the remainder were either 
drowned or killed, being dashed against 
the iron which went down with them. 

Among those who were lost were Jno 
tlidden and David Hadley, of Pennsyl- 
vaniu; E C Shaw, of Sussex county, 
Va., but formerly of New York and 
Jobo Harrison, of Ohio. 

Of those who were rescued, two float- 
ed about a mile down the river on tim- 
bers and were taken out badly injured 
and nearly chilled to death. One seiz- 
ed hold of a short piece of rope fastened 
to broken timbers which had got jam- 
med among sunken rocks and renfained 


there for two hours, but was finally res- 


cued with ropes and an empty boat 
which was drifted to him from the Pe- 
tersburg railroad bridge, about hundred 
and fifty yards above the scene of the 
disaster. No one dared go to him, the 
waters being so very rough and rapid: 
The remainder were taken out at differ- 
ent points below. 

The expressions of joy over the arrival 
of the first through freight train on the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Rail Road were gen- 
eral this afternoon.
